It has become a mighty factor in af­ 
fairs, having defeated the strongest 
executive the country has had in many 
years, dictated the policy of the nation 
upon the greatest question presented 
v to it since the war between the states, 
and finally placed one of its members 
in the presidential chair.

Danger in the Increasing Craze 
for Psychoanalysis. 


Recently, relates the editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, the minister of a prominent 
church In Chicago was asked by the 
head of the social work department to 
put his approval on the establishment 
of a lecture course on psychoanalysis. 
Being in doubt, he conferred with sev­ 
eral medical men cf his congregation. 
Finally a neurologist settled tile m at­ 
ter by saying: “By all means have it. 
It should prove very popular. 
Half 
the congregation is already crazy and 
the other half is en route to the asy­ 
lum.” 
The jest was not wholly a jest. Peo­ 
ple are paying too much attention now ­ 
adays to their minds. 
An abnormal 
Interest in the workings of one’s own 
mind produces either an introspective 
philosopher or a “common nut.” When 
the Interest Is related more or less 
distinctly to a concealed but neverthe­ 
less obvious fascination for cogitation 
on things sexual, it has elements of 
danger. 
Physicians are beginning to 
wonder where the normal interest of 
the layman in these subjects ends and 
the scope of the psychiatrist com­ 
mences. 
We are flooded with books 
on the subject by lay psychoanalysts; 
the “movies” picture it; the theaters 
dramatize It; the churches have lec­ 
tures on it. 
In the not too distant fu­ 
ture this psychoanalytic craze, if it 
continues, 
will

psychatrist a very busy map.

LARGE INCREASE SHOWN 
ON GERMAN IMPORTS 


W ashington, April 
25.— Imports 


from Germany last year were near­ 


ly nine tim es as great as in the 


previous calendar year and approxi­ 
mately nearly 
half 
the 
average 
trade for the two years im m ediate­ 
ly preceding the war, according to 
a summary issued last night by the 
department of commerce. 
During 1920, imports from Ger­ 
many were valued at $88,837,230 as 
compared with $10,608,141 in 1919, 
and with $184,211,352 in 1913, and 
$186,042,644 in 1912. 
Considerable 
fluctuations was shown in the to­ 
tal value by months in 1920, the 
summary said. 
Imports were low est in the first 
quarter with a monthly average of 
$5,100,00, which rose to $6,600,000 in j 
the second and to $10,860,000 in the 
third quarter, hut dropped to $6,- 
715,000 in the last quarter. 
For the 
first two months of 1921 they aver­ 
aged $4,790,000 a month. 
According to Secretary Hoover, 
however, trade reports based on 
values fail to reflect the true copdi- 
I tion of American trade because of 
j the continual price changes during 
I the past year. 
Only by a knowl- 
i edge of the volume of American im- 
? ports and exports can the foreign 
trade situation be accurately gaug- 
! ed, in the secretary’s opinion. 
Ef- 
• forts to obtain volume reports of 
j American trade generally are un­ 
derstood to have been begun by the 
department of commerce.

1920 German imports, potash ferti-i 
lizer m aterials with 452,085 tons 
valued at

largest group. Chemicals valued at 
$6,797,843, of which $2,110,025 con­ 
sisted of coal tar dyestuffs stood 
second.
